The Illinois dame Law 


The law recently passed by the Illi- 


nois legislature for the protection of 
gaaw, etc., provides: That woodcock 
can bo killed from July -I to January 1, 
prmrie chickens and pinnated grouse 
from the 15li day of August to the 1st 
day of December; quail or raffled 
grottM from the 1st day of October to 
the lit day of January; wild goose, 
dmek, brant, or other water fowl from 
the 15th day of August to the 1st day 
of May; wiH dick, doe or fawn and 
wild turkey from the 1st day of Sep- 
tenrherto the 13th day of January, 
also, that it shall be unlawful to shoot, 
kill or destroy any wild goose, dock, 
brant, or other water-fowl during the 
night time at any season of the year. 


It farthennore provide* that no per- 


MB shall at any time trap, snare or net 
any wild turkey, prairie chicken, quail, 
grouse or pheasant—fixing a penalty of 
not les» than 15, nor more than *25, 
and coat of suit, and shall stand eom 
a**** *• """i? J"1 mntil •• 


'ear. Now, we need not

MAHITOTJ SPRINGS, Ang. 8,1879. 


MESSRS. EDITORS —Thinking some of 


our friends would like to hear from us in 
regard to the climate and how we are 
enjoying the season, I will write a few 
lines. We left home on the 8th of July, 
found it very warm traveling through 
Missouri; arrived at Kansas City at 12 
o'clock; staid at the Coat's House till 9 
o'clock Wednesday morning, when on 
goinj to tho depot, met the whole party 
of excursionists from Vandalia, (which 
we expected to join in Bt. Louis, but was 
prevented by the accident to the tram 
east of Decatur ) Ilad rather a tedious 
ride over the plains, and changed cars at 
Pueblo, arrived at Colorado Springs

Gods, which is a scene worth many miles 
traveling to see. But one lhmg>e noticed,

The sanitary 
inspectors report 150 nuisances that re- 
quire the immediate attention of tbe board 
of health; nearly all of said premises be- 
ing foul privies and hog pens, many of 
them in very bad condition. 


The attention of the board of health is 


especially called by the inspectors to the 
washings from the woolen mill; the ditch 
on the south side of Prairie street, in 
front of A. T. Uill's residence; tha ditch 
in front of W. T. Stamper and J. L. Ad- 
ams residences; the branch running 
through the 3d ward; Merchant street al- 
ley (so called); a pond of stagnant water 
on Mrs. Brandt's premises; another on 
the premises of Mr. Wm.
